Tokio on account of dissatisfaction with the Portsmouth treaty of peace, 
there seems reason to fear that the successful conduct of the war with Rus­ 
sia has awakened a thirst for blood such as sometimes 
affects 
previously 
well disposed mastiffs which have accidentally made havoc in 
flocks 
of 
sheep and can never afterwards be cured of a desire to repeat the slaughter. 
But the probabilities are that the news from Japan may have been in­ 
complete or exaggerated. The inhabitants of that empire have 
hitherto 
shown themselves so perfectly reasonable and discreet in their 
dealings 
with other nations as well as in the institution and continuance at home 
of all the adaptable features of civilization from the outside world that it 


is difficult to think of them as being so carried away by military success as 
to want to sacrifice additional thousands of their neighbors and friends on 
the chance of inflicting still greater injury upon the great and powerful em­ 
pire of Russia. 
If the reported rioting is really an indication of the national 
spirit, 
however, the loom of Japan is sure Its true guarantee of permanent great­ 
ness would be a continuance of the patience and absence of violent emotion 
shown when the European nations stepped in after the close of the Chi- 
ese war and snatched the fruit of victory from its grasp. There was then 
no exhibition of insensate anger. The inevitable was quietly accepted and 


the people prepared themselves to secure better results later on. 
This time all has been accomplished that Japan set out to do and more. 
Russia has been brought to her knees and the predominance of Japan as­ 
sured in the east unless the assurance should be lost by some yielding 
to blind passion 
The acquisition of the most valuable part of 
Sakhalin 
was not in the original program of the war but it is an accomplished 
fact. 
The Russians are driven back into their own territory and con­ 
cede many properties to the victors the possession of which by themselves 


was previously undisputed. 
It would be the height of folly for Japan 
to sink additional hundreds of millions of money because other hundreds 
. of millions were not obtained in the shape of indemnity 
The two govern­ 
ments have acted wisely and the likelihood is that the rioting in Japan (if
